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After  surprise  communique 


Nixon  4out 

Shanghai  (UPI)  — P resident  Nixon  flew 
home  today  after  pledging,  in  a major 
concession  toward  improved  relations 
with  China,  to  reduce  U S.  forces  on 
Taiwan  “as  the  tension  in  the  area 
diminishes”  and  ultimately  to  withdraw 
entirely  from  the  Nationalist  stronghold. 

The  concession,  unmatched  on  paper  at 
least  by  a reciprocal  gesture  from  the 
Peking  leadership,  was  contained  in  a 
joint,  1,500-word  communique  issued 
yesterday  evening  a few  hours  before 
Nixon  left  for  Washington  aboard  his 
“Spirit  of  ’76”  jetliner. 

After  a refueling  stop  in  Alaska  on  the 
direct  polar  route,  Nixon  and  his  wife, 
Pat,  were  to  arrive  Monday  evening  to  an 
elaborate  airport  welcome-home 
ceremony  at  Washington  after  completing 
the  longest  visit  in  a foreign  country, 
seven  days,  ever  recorded  by  an  American 
president. 

Also  awaiting  the  President  was  a likely 
angry  reception  from  some  of  his 
conservative  supporters  who  regard 
unswerving  support  of  Chiang  Kai-shek’s 
Nationalist  regime  on  Taiwan  as  a 
cardinal  tenet  of  their  political  faith. 

Nationalist  Chinese  officials  said 
Sunday  they  were  “surprised  and 
shocked”  that  President  Nixon  had 
agreed  to  withdraw  U.S.  forces  from 
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Taiwan  in  a move  toward  normalization 
of  relationships  between  Washington  and 
Peking. 

Foreign  Minister  S.K.  Chow  and  other 
cabinet  officials  met  secretly  Sunday 
night  but  no  official  statement  was  made 
on  the  Nixon -Chinese  communique. 
There  also  was  no  statement  from 
President  Chiang  Kai-shek. 

A U.S.  spokesman  said  American 
Embassy  officials  had  not  been  called  in 
to  discuss  the  communique  with  the 
Nationalists. 

Marshall  Green,  U.S.  assistant  secretary 
of  state  who  traveled  to  China  with 
Nixon,  is  due  in  Taipei  Tuesday  to  brief 
the  government  on  the  talks  between  the 
President  and  Premier  Chou  En-lai. 

The  Nationalists  had  hoped  that  Nixon 
and  Chou  would  find  no  common  ground 
on  the  Taiwan  issue  and  would  not 
mention  the  island  in  the  communique. 

Officials  said  they  were  “surprised  and 
shocked”  when  the  communique 
included  a promise  by  Nixon  to  reduce 
U.S.  strength  on  Taiwan  with  the 
“ultimate  objective”  of  removing  all 
military  forces  and  installations. 

China  made  it  clear  that  “liberation'  of 
Taiwan  is  China’s  internal  affair”  and 
demanded  the  military  withdrawals  as  the 
price  for  establishment  of  full  diplomatic 
relations  between  Washington  and  Peking.

Voter  turnout  bleak

After  clinching  the  WAC  title 
Friday  night,  the  Cougars  played 
the  champion’s  part  to  the  hilt  in 
demolishing  Colorado  State 
Saturday, 105:85. 

Friday’s  sluggish  win  against 
Wyoming  was  forgotten  as  the 
Cats  burned  the  Ft.  Collins  crew 
time  and  again  with  their  blazing 
fast  break  and  smooth  ball 
control. 

THE  RAMS  tried  to  run  with 
BYU,  but  they  failed.  Instead  of 
trying  to  contain  the  Blue  with  a 
slow  down,  ball  control  offense, 
CSU  tried  to  run  and  shoot 
aga in-st  the  Wattsmen.  The 
Cougars  ran  and  shot  them  to 
death.  Paced  by  Kresimir  Cosic’s 
19  point  first  half,  the  Blue  ran 
away  with  the  game,  and 
increased  their  lead  steadily  until 
the  end,  when  subs  manned  the 
hardwood  for  the  Blue. 

The  Blue  fast  break  was 
formidable,  but  the  Cougars 
shooting  was  probably  the  best 
the  Cats  have  done  all  year.  All 
BYU  players  but  two  shot  at  50 
per  cent  or  better.  Cosic  was  hot 
from  all  over  the  court  and 
finished  the  evening  hitting  1 2 for 
17  from  the  field.  He  also  pulled 
down  14  boards  and  ended  the 
night  with  25  points.  Phil 
Tollestrup  pleased  his  home 
towners  and  his  parents,  who  were 
in  the  audience,  with  22  points. 
The  big  Canadian  hit  on  1 1 for  21 
from  the  field  and  had  nine 
boards.  Bernie  Fryer  went  seven 
for  14  on  his  field  goal  attempts, 
and  ended  the  evening  with  20 
points. 

BRIAN  AMBROZICH  had  a 

great  evening  for  the  Blue,  pulling 
down  nine  rebounds  and 
converting  on  three  of  six  field 
goal  attempts.  Ambrozich  went 
two  for  two  from  the  foul  line, 
and  ended  the  night  with  eight 
points.  BYU’s  sophomore  combo 
of  Doug  Richards  and  Bill 
Anderson  also  enjoyed  deadeye 
performances  from  the  field. 
Richards  went  five  for  nine  from 
the  field  and  tallied  1 1 points, 
while  Anderson  went  four  for  five 
and  accounted  for  eight. 

It  was  a true  team  victory.  The 
Cats  shot  59  per  cent  on  47  of  80 
attempts.  CSU  hit  on  33  of  82 
attempts,  for  40  per  cent.

Stan  Watts  thought  the  Cougars 
were  too  tight,  Paul  James 
thought  they  were  too  loose,  and 
the  end  result  was  a less  than 
impressive  70-56  BYU  win  over 
the  Wyoming  Cowboys  Friday 
night. 

The  conference-clinching 
triumph  was  not  assured  until 
midway  through  the  second  half, 
but  it  was  more  a case  of  the  Cats 
fighting  themselves  than  the 
hapless  Pokes. 

STEADY  Kresimir  Cosic  took 
high  point  honors  for  the  Blue 
hoopsters  with  eight  for  1 1 from 
the  field  and  seven  for  nine  from 
the  line  for  23  points.  Cosic  also 
led  the  Blue  in  rebounds  with  15. 

Bernie  Fryer,  the  Cats  usually 
hot  shooting  guard,  started  the 
game  snake-bit,  missing  his  first 
five  shots  from  the  field.  After 
being  pulled  in  favor  of  Belmont 
Anderson  eight  minutes  into  the 
first  stanza,  Fryer  returned  to  hit 
six  for  1 0 the  rest  of  the  way  and 
finish  with  1 5 points. 

Senior  forward  Phil  Tollestrup 
had  his  parents  down  from 
Canada,  and  perhaps  wished  they 
had  been  elsewhere  Friday,  as  he 
cashed  only  two  of  eight  attempts 
and  ended  with  six  points,  far 
below  his  season’s  average. 
Weak-side  forward  Brian 
Ambrozich,  on  the  other  hand, 
dominated  the  boards  in  the  first 
half.  Ambrozich  played  one  of  his 
finest  games  of  the  season, 
winding  up  with  1 1 rebounds  and 
nine  tallies. 

BYU  STARTED  out  the  game 
like  they  wanted  to  confer  some 
charity  on  the  poor  Pokes,  losers 
of  all  their  WAC  road  games. 
Wyoming  enjoyed  an  8-3  lead  as 
the  Mountain  Cats  went  four 
minutes  with  only  one  field  goal. 

But  Cosic  began  to  show  signs 
of  breaking  a Cowboy  hex  that 
had  held  him  to  a total  of  24 
points  in  three  previous  meetings. 
The  big  center  hit  three  straight 
baskets 'to  put  BYU  back  in  the 
game,  but  the  lead  changed  hands 
twice  more  and  the  halftime 
count  stood  at  33-28. 

The  Cats  hit  41  per  cent  in  the 
half  and  could  only  thank 
Wyoming’s  shooting  for  the  slim 
lead.

A mountain  of  black  water 

One  man  said,  “I  was  crossing  the  bridge  to  my  house  at  9:30  when  I 
saw  the  water  coming.  There’s  no  way  to  describe  it,  except  like  an 
ocean.  I never  ran  so  fast  in  my  life.” 

“It  looked  like  a big  mountain  of  black  water,”  said  another. 

“I  saw  one  of  my  neighbors  in  the  yard  when  the  water  hit,”  said  a 
woman.  “In  a minute  she  was  waist  deep  and  she  ran  back  inside  the 
house.  Then  I saw  her  at  a second  story  window  in  the  house,  and  in  a 
few  minutes  the  whole  house  was  gone.” 

A 30-foot  wave  of  water  and  mud  that  smashed  through  a 
flood-swollen  West  Virginia  dam  killed  at  least  50  persons  and  left  284 
missing,  Gov.  Arch  Moore  reported  yesterday  at  the  scene  of  the 
disaster. 

After  three  days  of  heavy  rain,  the  mile  and  one-half  long  earthen 
dam  burst  open  Saturday  and  a mountainous  wall  of  water  and  sludge 
rolled  through  at  least  a dozen  mining  communities  and  destroyed  or 
damaged  an  estimated  1 ,500  homes. 

As  millions  of  gallons  of  the  slimey  liquid  oozed  further  along  the 
valley  below  the  dam,  the  destructive  force  lessened  until  finally  the 
water  emptied  into  the  river  18  miles  away. 

It  took  more  than  an  hour  for  the  flood-tide  to  cover  the  18-mile 
course . 

Busing  votes  up 

The  Senate  votes  this  week  on  whether  it  will  reverse  a narrowly 
approved  measure  forbidding  federal  courts  to  order  forced  busing  as  a 
means  of  integrating  public  schools,  while  the  House  opens  hearings  on 
a proposal  to  ban  busing  by  a constitutional  amendment. 

Senate  Democratic  leader  Mike  Mansfield  telegraphed  his  Democratic 
colleagues  over  the  weekend,  urging  that  they  be  present  for  the  vote 
tomorrow. 

Mansfield  is  seeking  to  overturn  the  passage  of  Sen.  Robert  P. 
Griffin’s  amendment  which  would  render  the  federal  government 
powerless  to  demand  busing  as  a desegregation  measure. 

Mansfield  blamed  absenteeism  for  the  vote  on  which  Griffin’s 
amendment  was  approved.  He  and  Scott  have  proposed  a milder 
measure,  approved  before  the  vote  on  the  Griffin  amendment,  which 
would  permit  limited  busing  of  children,  but  not  to  schools  of  inferior 
quality  and  not  across  school  district  lines  unless  so  ordered  by  the 
Supreme  Court. 

Both  measures  will  be  up  for  a vote  again  tomorrow  and  the  Senate 
will  have  to  choose  between  the  two. 

Army  snooping  unconstitutional 

Sen.  Sam  J.  Ervin,  D-N.C.,  Senate  chairman  of  the  Senate 
constitutional  rights  subcommittee  has  asked  the  Supreme  Court  to 
outlaw  military  surveillance  of  civilians. 

Ervin  hopes  to  argue  before  the  Supreme  Court  this  spring  that  army 
snooping  into  activities  of  civilians  should  be  declared  a violation  of  the 
First  Amendment  of  the  Constitution. 

The  case  was  launched  by  several  individuals  including  conscientious 
objectors  and  groups  representing  antiwar  and  civil  rights  causes. 

Nixon’s  next  trip 

President  Nixon  is  expected  to  begin  his  visit  to  Moscow  May  22  and 
may  brief  NATO  allies  in  Bonn  while  on  his  way  home  from  the  Soviet 
capital,  diplomatic  officials  reported  over  the  weekend. 

U.S.  officials  said  the  U.S.  is  intent  on  briefing  allies  regarding 
Nixon’s  trips  to  China.and  the  Soviet  Union. 

Japan  and  Nationalist  China  have  been  particularly  anxious  to  make 
sure  their  interests  are  not  hurt  by  the  President’s  negotiations  with 
leaders  of  China. 

Assistant  Secretary  of  State  Marshall  Green,  now  with  Nixon  in 
China,  will  visit  10  Asian  nations  for  briefings  on  the  President’s  talks 
with  Premier  Chou  En-lai,  officials  said. 

Green  will  start  his  two  week  tour  when  Nixon  leaves  China  today, 
and  will  visit  Japan,  Nationalist  China,  Korea,  the  Philippines,  South 
Vietnam,  Indonesia,  Australia,  New  Zealand,  Malaysia  and  Singapore. 

In  another  development  it  was  learned  that  Secretary  of  State  William 
P.  Rogers  wants  to  visit  Latin  America  for  two  weeks  between  Nixon’s 
Chinese  and  Russian  trips.

Home  Evening  for  the  children  at  the  American  Fork  Training  School,  and., even  a 
project  to  landscape  a park  east  of  the  Provo  Temple.
